The Soviet writer Hya Ehrenburg wrote today 
that he is convinced the late Boris Pasternak 
did not intend “to damage his country” 
through his novel “Dr Zhivago.” 


The Ehrenburg portrait of 
Pasternak — generally sym- 
pathetic — appeared in a five- 
page extract of his. autobio- 
graphy published In the organ 
of the Soviet Writers Union, 
New World. -. 


It breaks a two-year Soviet 
silence on the merits of Pas- 
ternuk us a novelist and poct. 
This followed the uproar which 
greeted the republicntion abroad 
of Dr Zhivago, n saga of re- 
volutionary Russia. 


Ehrenburg said that Pasternak 
did not suspect that “a bad 
political stnsation would be 
made of his book and that this , 
blow would be inevitably re- 
turned by another,” 


STRIKING PAGES 


He wrote that "Dr Zhivage" 
had “grieved” him but he was 
convinced that Pasternak wrote 
sinc€rely, There were many 
striking pages on the nature of 
love but too many devoted ‘to 
things the author did not see 
or hear, 


“Dr Zhivago” has not been 
published In Russia, Pasternak 
‘was awarded the Nobel Prize for 
Literature in 1958 but the award 
wos branded by the Sovict 
authorities as “hostile political 
act” and the author was ex- 
pellcd from the Soviet Writers 
Union. 


When he died Inst May, aged 
70, his death was reported only 
briefly In the back pages of 
Sovict newspapers — two days 
later.—Reuter.

OVEL published last month and written by Paris's leading 
uctioncer is likely to provoke speculation regarding the, 


identity of one of its principal characters. 


The “novel, entitled "The 
Hand," is written by 50-year- 
old Maitre Maurice Rheims, and 
ix a kind of arehacological de- 
teclive story. 


It deals with the efforts made 
by collectors over 20 ‘centuries 
to piece together the secret of 
where the great Roman vandal 
Verres, buried the art treasures 
he looted throughout Europe, 


Bronze hand 


Half the secret is contained 
in the ‘hieroglyphics on a 
bronze hand that can still be 
seen in the Paris National 
Museum, 


. It ds the search for the second 
missing hand that’ makes the 
subject, of the book. 


The fictitious searcher—who 
is deserlbed in fascinating detall 
—is a cross between o Getty 
and a Gulbenkian. 


All that brings me to the al- 
most equally Interesting subject 
of Maltre Rhelms and his pro- 


fession, 

Rheims—a spindly, elegant 
mun — who has been marricd 
three {imes and: whose present 
wlhfe is a Rothschild, has tong 
been the dominating figure of 
the great Paris urt sales at 
Charpentiers and Drouants, 


A. noted connoisseur ‘himself, 
Rhelm’s small Paris flat, with 
jts walls almost plastered with 
. Masterpieces, reflects all the 
possessive mania of the wealthy 
art collector, 

He regards the passion that 
onimates the great collectors as 
an almost sexual one, the reasons 
for which could be taid bare by 
any competent psychoanalyst. 

“A man without probicms, 
without complexes, is rarcly a 
great collector,” he told me. 

He then ‘added, shrewdly, that 
most creat collectors are “cither 
bachelors or Uve ike bachelors.” 

Tho position of on auctioneer 
in France is exactiy that of an 
‘immensely wealthy, medieval 
member of an exclusive guild. 
The title of “maitre” is -an 
honorifie one, deriving from the 
fact that auctioneers here are 
licensed by the Minister of 
Justice, 

Unlike auctioneers in Britain, 
auctioneers in France have to 
Bive thelr personal guarantee as 
to the authenticity of the ob- 
jecls they sell. The number of 
auctioneers throughout France 
js restricted to 70 and one can 
only center the profession 
through purchase or inherit- 
ance. The current purchase 
price of an auctionecr's post is 
about £100,000. 

Of the. 70 auctioneers in 
France only two are in_ the 
Rheims class. The others, how- 
ever, need have no: financial 
worrles on that score, for under 
the French system half an 
auctionter's profit from a sale 
goes into a common pool and is 
split up among other auctioneers 
every two months.
